Pa ti I’h Episcopal church, has writ** 
ten th., following for the Dispatch 
on tho subject, “ Lent. An Opportun­ 
ity.” 
The two mos»t solemn words In our 
language 
are 
perhaps, 
the- 
words 
"'Opportunity” and “ Responsibility.* 
T h.y mutually connote one another, 
for every opportunity involves a cor­ 
responding responsibility; and every 
real responsibility Implies an oppo"- 
tunlty. 
It will help any one to realize the 
solemnity which attaches to oppo* 
tunity if they will call to mind th** 
fact that the most bitter regrets oi 
life are our regrets for lost oppor­ 
tunities. 
And not only is this the 
case In th,, world, but it will he one 
of the chief punishments of the lo4 
in eternity, the torments of remorse. 
the torments of self-reproach, th'' 
thought, “ I had my opportunity t< 
save my soul. to win heaven, and I 
lost it. 
Lent, so the church has a1 wa ;s 
taught, and still teaches, is a season 
of grace, a season of oportunity, op­ 
portunity which 
involves respond 
bility, and responsibility which may 
be eternal. 
And so, at the very out­ 
set of this holy season, the church 
addresses to tis these words of w arn­ 
ing and of opportunity: “ We then, 
as workers together with Him, be­ 
seech you also that ye receive not tho 
grace of God in vain. 
Behold now 
is the acrepted time! Behold now is 
the day of salvation.” 
Lent is. indeed, an accepted time, 
a 
day of 
salvation, 
a 
season 
of 
abundant opportunity, for in Leu', 
all over the world, the church is 
praying for the conversion of sin­ 
ners, pleading the holy sacrifice for 
them ; 
and not only the church on 
earth, 
but the church 
in 
heaven 
Faints and angels look down upon us 
during Lent with loving sympathy, 
w ith deep anxiety, helping us bv 
their prayers. 
The Apostle Ft. Paul warns hi 
Corinthian converts and 
warns ut 
not to presume on God s merry, not 
to receive the grace of God in vain. 
He reminds us that now is the da> 
of salvation. 
In the beginning of 
his exhortation he teaches one of th 
characteristics of grace, that unie-s 
we correspond to it, it is powerless 
to do any good. 
G rate is given to 
help our freewill, not to over-ride it 
Grace is God’s work in the soul, rho 
very life of God 
in the soul; but thai 
work. 
that life 
<1< pends on our ow n 
action. 
We must 
be 
workers to- 
. gether with God, or we shall receive* 
the grace in vain. 
And so the church at the begin­ 
ning of her great Lenten season of 
opportunity, gives this warning. “ We 
then, as workers together with Him 
beseech you also that ye receive no* 
the grace of God 
in vain.” 
The 
church does not merely exhort us to 
seek grace, but she warns us of the 
danger even after we have sough* 
and received grace, the danger of 
ne t using it. 
In Lent grace is all around us. and 
yet it is possible to pass through 
Lent, and be utterly untouched by 
its power because of the want of cor­ 
respondence of our wills, because w 
are not workers together with God 
For all, Lent is the living out of the 
parable of the lower. 
But for some. 
Lent is like the seed which fell by 
the 
wayside, 
lying

unused, 
wasted, sown, but sown in vain. 
One of the laws of grace is that it 
only manifests itself in action. 
W* 
nay our prayers, we ask for grace to 
resist sin, and God gives us grace, 
but the temptation comes as before, 
and the question is, “ Shall I use that 
grace or not? 
How can I use It?” 
The answer is by an act of will, by 
realizing th at grace is given and ex­ 
hibiting a willingness to use it. 
How much prayer is wasted be­ 
cause people pray for grace to resin

Paul s Episcopal church, has w rit­ 
ten th e following for the Dispatch 
on tho subject, “Lent, An Opportun­ 
ity.” 
The two most solemn words in out* 
language 
are 
perhaps,

‘‘Opportunity” and “ Responsibility.’' 
They m utu ally connote one another. 
for every opportunity involves a cor­ 
responding responsibility; and every 
real responsibility implies an oppo** 
tunity. 
It will help an y one to realize tho 
solemnity which attac hes to oppor­ 
tu nity if they will call to mind the 
filet th a t the most bitter regrets o* 
life are our regrets for lost oppor­ 
tunities. 
And not only is this th* 
case in the world, but it will he one 
of the chief punishm ents of the lo-*t 
in eternity, the torm ents of remorse, 
th e torments of self-reproach, the 
thought, “ I had my opportunity to 
save my soul, to win heaven, and I 
lost it. 
Lent, so the church has a l w a /s 
taught, and still teaches, is a season 
of grace, a season of oportunity, o p ­ 
portunity which 
involves responsi­ 
bility, and responsibility which may 
be eternal. 
And so, at the very o u t­ 
set of this holy season, the church 
addresses to us these words of w a r n ­ 
ing and of opportu nity: “ We then, 
as workers together w ith Him, be­ 
seech you also th at ye receive not the 
grace of God in vain.

Saints and angels look down upon us 
d u r in g Lenk with loving sympathy, 
w ith deep anxiety, 
helping us by 
the ir prayers. 
The Apostle St. P aul warns hi 
Corinthian 
converts and 
warns us 
not to presume on God s mercy, not 
to receive the grace of God in vain. 
He reminds us that now is the day 
of salvation. 
In the beginning of 
Ii is exhortation he teaches one of the 
characteristics of grace, that unless 
we correspond to it, it is powerless 
to do any good. 
Grace is given to 
help our freewill, not to over-ride it. 
Grace is God’s work in tile soul, tho 
very life of God in the soul; but that 
work, that life depends on our own 
action.

. gether with God, or we shall receive 
the glace in vain. 
Aud so the church at the begin­ 
nin g of her great Lenten season of 
opportunity, gives this warning, “ We

church does not merely exhort us to 
seek grace, but she w arns us of the 
danger even after we have sought 
and received grace, the danger of 
net using it. 
Iii Lent grace is all around us, ami 
yet it is possible to pass th rough 
Lent, and be utterly untouched by 
its power because of the w ant of cor­ 
respondence of our w ills, because w ; 
ale not workers together with God. 
For all, Lent is the living out of th 
parable of the sower. 
But for some, 
Lent is like the seed which fell by

One of the laws of grace is that it 
only manifests itself in action.

say our prayers, we ask for grace to 
resist sin, and God gives us grace;

ing of life. 
His tin a 1 decision was 
that there is no God. 
Buddhism had
